Applicant's election with traverse of Group II, claims 12-17 and 22 in the reply 
filed on 10/22/08 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that "the subject 
matter of all claims is sufficiently related that a thorough search for the subject matter 
of any one Group of claims would encompass a search for the subject matter of the 
remaining claim and that the search and examination of the entire application could be 
made without serious burden". This is not found persuasive because the requirements 
necessitated for group I are not required for group II. For example the anchoring screw 
described in group I could be found in dental art, spinal other orthopedic art which all 
have different classifications (see for example the screw of patent 6273721 by Valen 
classified in 433/174). The methods of fixing the ligament graft into a bone tunnel with 
the structure as claimed would be found in 623/13.14 

Further the anchoring screw could be used in an entirely different method than 
the one that is claimed. For example the screw could be utilized for an acetabular cup, 
dental implant or spinal art and not only for a fixing a ligament graft into a bone tunnel. 
The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. Applicant may 
see 821.04. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 12-17 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 12 recites the limitation "the polesO". There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-17 and 22 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
